his head to name tho city after 
himself and called it Christiania. 
The (Danish-Norwegian union, it 
na¥ ‘bo montioned, lasted until 
tho your 1814. The roversion to 
the name, of Oxlo ik merely 
indicative of the growth, of

of “Popular Mallacior,” und his 
volume boaring this title is 0 
clansis on tho subject. In! the 
following artigo, propared for the 
British Sclonco Guild, and 
published by the London Morne 
Powt he describes a mumbur of 
popular vpinions = that are 
fundamentally untruc in subst 
anco- and in fact, but that have 
shown extraordinary. vitality for 
a long number of years, Ho 
writon: > 

A popular fallacy or crtror is 
somothing which is jonerally 
thought to bo true, bul which in 
fact is not, and it/is remarkable 
for how long orror may continue.

‘Ata mecting of tho Sanitary Boord 
yeatorday, a discussion took place 
‘in regard to s number of cases of 
alleged food poisoning. ‘Tho mattor 
was brought up by Dr. WV. OM. 
Koch, ‘who, in accordance with natice, 
asked the following question: 


“As miny casca of acute gastro- 
onteritig occurred a few weeks ago 
in the City, resembling ptomainc 
poisoning in aymptonis, have any 
reports been went in to tho Medical 
Officer of Health, and Inve any in 
vostigations been made?” 


Dr. Penrac, the Medical Officer of 
‘Yealth, in reply, said a certain nun 
ber of cases reported to be sufforing 
from: food poisoning, iad been 
j brought: to hia notice, which was 
thought to be due to tho eating of 
n apeeial kind of, enko mudo with 
Voustird and’oream “The eaken had 
been examined by tho Government 
Bacteriologist and the Government 
Anolyst cand tho ‘examination was 
negative, ‘That was to say that thoro 
was presont in the cakes no bacteria 
which would ocension what was com- 
monly called food poisoning. Aa for 
as ho could gather from some medioa) 
men who described thoir cases to 
chim, and from interviewing people 
who had suffered, he waa of the 
opinion that this outbreak was wore 
in the nature of u nonbacterial 
poisoning than bacterial poisoning. 


A Pecullar Poison. 

The rapid onast of the disonse and 
tho rapid recovery pointed to ome:

‘Tho now Chiof Jutstico, whose 
portrait is givon above, was bora 
at Coquimbo, Chile, on January 
8th. 1868, tho son of, tho late Sir 
Aloxandor Gollan, K.C.M.G.,,: but 
at tho age of six yoars was sont 
hoino to England, later pro- 
croding to Charterhouse for his 
education, which “was °'‘com- 


pleted at "Edinburgh: Univorsity. 


Ho took up tho study of Law, 
and was called’to the Bar in 
1891, practising for i-timoa on 
tho Northorn Clrouit éro going 
to London, whore, it is intoresting 
to noto, ho was a contemporary 
of Sir Skinner Turnor of Shanghai 

Sir Henry's servico in tho 
Colonies commenced in 1899,, 
when ho was appointed Privato 
Sccrotary to Sir Fradoriok (thon 
Cotonel) Luygard, tho British 
Commissioner in Northorn 
Nigoria, and later Governor of 
Hong kong, so'that tho now Chiof 
Justice may ho said to -have 
alroady formed a Unie with this 
Colony. Those days in Nigoria 
wore exacting ones, a period of
